SPANISH FLEET SA ILED TO-DAY.

A bulletin received today brings 
the information that the Spanish fleet 
left Cape Verde Islands thia morning 
sailing in a southerly direction. 


BASE O r HUI’P L I I S . 
A special from Key West says Ma­ 
tanzas is to be made the base of sup­ 
plies in Cuba, and from this point 
the relief work among tho reconcen­ 
trados will be carried on. 
Admiral 
Sampson may hold the advantage 
gained Wednesday, and if necessary, 
use his guns to further reduce the 
town. 
The action yesterday was 
simply preliminary. It is learned that 
Lieutenant Rowan ofjthe Nineteenth 
infantry has reached the headquarters 
of General Garcia, and plans are be­ 
ing prepared looking to joint action 
between} the Cubans 
and United 
States troops. 
The troops may be 
landed at Santiago, a plan which in­ 
volves the reduction of that post. The 
railroad leading to Havana could be 
taken and the capital thus bo cot off 
from communication. General Garcia 
is said to have from 15,000 to 20,000 
men, while the Spanish force availa­ 
ble to meet and engage them is about 
the same number. 


A R IC H F R I Z ! . 
The Spanish Guido which was cap­ 
tured by the Terror was brought into 
Key West yesterday with the stars 
and stripes flying above the Spanish 
emblem. 
The pilot house was shat­ 
tered aud a big hole made in the hull 
before she surrendered. Eight Span­ 
iards were wounded by flying splin­ 
ters. 
The boat is valued at $400,(XX) 
besides the specie whioh she had on 
board, the exact amount of which will 
not be known until the prize court 
has formally condemned the vessel. 


AM ERICANS W R E C K MATANZAS FORTS. 
The first engagement of actual war 
occurred on Wednesday afternoon at 
which time the cruisers New York 
and Cincinnati and the monitor Pur­ 
itan drew the fire of forts at Matan­ 
zas and returned it with telling effect 
demolishing the fortifications 
and 
leaving them in a state of ruin with­ 
out the slightest casuality to the 
American ships, 
while a dispatch 
from Key West says that sixty Span­ 
iards were killed in the bombard­ 
ment. 
For some days the American 
vessels which have been blockading 
the port have noticed large bodies of 
men engaged in erecting new batter­ 
ies on the low sandy point that runs 
out near the entrance to the port, 
together with ti e fact that Admiral 
Sampson had been notified that one 
of our torpedo boats had been fired 
upon by a concealed battery whose 
location had not been discovered, 
shows that he resolved to draw the 
fire of the batteries so as to discover 
their whereabouts, and to demolish 
the new works that were in construc­ 
tion, and he did it effectively. 
The 
Spaniards proved to be very poor 
marksmen, as the New York and Cin­ 
cinnati, both very large ships and 
making excellent targets that an ex­ 
pert gunner ought to hit at the dis­ 
tance they were firing five out of six 
times, were never touched, no shell 
coming nearer than IOO yards, and 
many falling a mile off. 
The shots 
from the cruisers and monitor after 
the first two or three weie fired, were 
all effective. 
The dispatches give an 
account of the wind up of th® en­ 
gagement as follows:

but it is probably the Canary islands, 
as the coal supply on tho vessels is 
hardly sufficient for crossing the At­ 
lantic. 
A Mobile telegram says: A train 
moved out from the government mil­ 
itary camp near Mobile this afternoon 
for Tampa, carrying supplies, escort 
wagons, ambulances, mules arid host­ 
lers and teamsters. It is reported 
here that this is the first step in a 
movement that will concentrate at 
Tampa all the troops now here, at 
Chicamauga Park, and also those at 
New Orleans, so as to form with the 
troops at Tampa a force of 8,000 to be 
the advance guard to the army of oc­ 
cupation of Cuba. 
The volunteer ration for two days 
consists of thirty-two ounces of hard 
bread, twenty ounces of bacon, eight 
ounces of meal, four ounces of tobac­ 
co, two ounces of coffee and small 
quantities of pepper aud sugar. A few 
weeks of this diet will give a man an 
appetite for pie.

K ey W est, April 28.—The lighthouse 
ender Mangrove puffed proudly Into 
£ey W est harbor yesterday morning 
vith the riehest prize of the w ar thus

The captive was the Panama, 
'apt. Quevedo, 
a 
big 
trans-Atlantic 
iner, and an auxiliary cruiser of the 
Spanish navy, which has been plying 
if late between New York and Ma­ 
rana. 
She had 
twenty-nine passen- 
fers, 
including 
three 
women, 
one 
rrenchman and a Mexican aud a crew 
>f seventy-two. 
As the Panam a car­ 
ied 
two 
twelve-pounders 
she could 
•asily have annihilated the little Man-

arith her prize, there was not a craft 
jut saluted her with rousing cheers. 
The Mangrove, under Lieut. William 
FI. Everett, who cam e down from the 
Hydrographic office a few weeks ago 
;o take lier, was cruising along the 
3ubnn const, navigated 
by 
Ensign 
Palmer, shortly before C o’clock Mon- 
lay evening, about twenty miles north 
>f Havana. 
At 5:43 she sighted the 
Panama. 
T h e only other ship of tile 
lect in sight was the battleship In ­ 
liana. three miles to the rear. 
Lieut. 
Everett scented a prize and scudded 
oward the stranger. 
When the latter 
•ame in range a shot from the Man­ 
grove’s twelve-pounder was sent

T h e Mangrove’s officers ad­ 
mit that they expected the enemy’s 
tw'clve-pounder to open on them in re­ 
sponse to the threat, but the Spaniard 
promptly came to. 
Ensign 
Dayton, 
the senior officer of the 
Mangrove, 
boarded tile prize. 
The battleship Indiana had seen the 
capture, and meanwhile drew up to 
the Mangrove, giving 
hor 
a 
lusty 
cheer. 
Lieut. Everett 
reported to 
Capt. Taylor, of the battleship, and 
the latter put a prize crew on board 
the captive, consisting of Cadet F a l­ 
coner and fifteen marines. 
They then 
proceeded 
to the 
flagship, where a 
formal report was made, and P ear Ad­ 
miral Sampson ordered Lieut. Everett 
to convey the prize to Key West. 
The 
P anam a is of about 2,800 tons burden, 
and lier passengers were 
M a i n l y 8|»anl»h l l r f u v e c a , 
fleeing 
from New 
York aud 
other 
points in the United States to Havana. 
Capt. Quevedo was grief-stricken ana 
greatly humiliated because of the cap­ 
ture. 
T h e 
passengers 
declare they 
knew nothing of 
the blockade, and 
lint when they saw’ the searchlight of 
he Mangrove they thought it was tho 
light of a Spanish man-of-war. 
The 
first shot changed their joy to appre­ 
hension, the second and third created 
v panic. 
The women ran screaming 
for shelter from the enemy’s guns, and 
the captain locked himself sullenly in 
his cabin. 
T he Panam a carries a valuable cargo 
of general 
merchandise, including a

of corn. 
Much of it 
w as meant to provision tin* Spaniards 
in Cuba, and the cargo, with the ship 
itself, undoubtedly makes the richest 
prize thus far taken. 
Under tile reg­ 
ulations, however, the battleship In ­ 
diana will share in tile prize money, 
s she was in sight when the capture 
was made. 
Tiffs makes live steamers 
thus fur 
captured, in addition to a 
number of schooners aud small craft. 
The entire fleet has been on the look- 
ut for the Panama for several days.

Mr. Root was a member in good 
standing of the Masonio lodge of this 
city ana the lodge will take charge 
of the funeral arrangements. He was 
also a member-of the Little Falls 
lodge of the Knights of Pythias. 
Owing to the faot that none of his 
near relatives now live in this city, 
we were unable to learn his exact age 
but he is about 45 years old. He was 
born in New York and removed to 
Little Falls with his parents about 30 
years ago. He has resided almost 
continuously in Morrison county ever 
since. 
Besides the Masonic lodge 
members, numerous other citizens 
will go to Ft. Ripley to attend the 
funeral. 
The account of the crime m pub­ 
lished in Friday paper is corroborat­ 
ed in the main by one of the Bemidji 
papers received today.

between sedentary lives and lives in 
he open air, and it is the main one, 
but there must be many others. 
It ip 
quite certain that there are men upoi 
whom wine, even in very large dose*, 
makes no perceptible impression and 
men who are not "themselves” when 
they have taken one glass, besides the 
men, known ti) every one who has vis­ 
ited the tropics, who, having taken one 
glass, cannot stop, hut crave suddenly 
and irresistibly for the happiness of 
unconsciousness. It was, we are firm­ 
ly persuaded, a conviction derived from 
experience that th.is was the usual or 
universal proclivity of Asiatics which 
induced tile early Hindoo lawgivers, 
and after them the Mussulman law­ 
giver. to prohibit the drinking of wine 
absolutely and finally as morally I 
crime. 
Their belief is not true of En* 
rope, where the most violent differ­ 
ences, alike of taste and of capacity 
for drinking, have always existed. The 
writer, though he fears not to be be­ 
lieved, had personal knowledge of a 
man who was sobered by a bottle of 
port after drinking eighteen wineglass 
es of whisky, and every doctor knows 
of cases where one glass of spirits 
m eans 41 disordered head. 
It is by no 
means certain, however, that these in 
equalities will always last. 
It is great­ 
ly to be feared that the increase of 
temperance in this country, which is 
most decided, is not wholly the out 
come of increased self-control, but is 
the result of an instinctive recoil, pro­ 
duced by a sense that the man cannot 
"carry" liquor. 
All old men admit this 
and most of the young, who almost 
disbelieve the facts which they find in 
literature not yet sixty years old. 
The 
powers of men in regard to drinking 
have changed as well as their habits, 
and we see no proof that the change 
is due in any large degree to the bibu­ 
lous ways of our immediate ancestors. 
Wo should rather believe that a con­ 
stitutional change was going on like 
that which has affected 
teeth 
and 
which may last, at all events, for many 
generations, 
lf that is the case—and 
the change 
has 
been 
observed 
in 
France and America as well as in Eng- 
land--the desire to prohibit the use of 
alcohol altogether may one day be­ 
come as strong in Europe as it must 
have become in Hindoostan and Arabia 
and may lead to experiments in law­ 
making of which we at present never 
dream.

There is another story of great peril 
experienced by Gen. Miles which he 
never tells himself, possibly because of 
the soldier’s modesty, which is a part 
of his nature.

has long been one of Gen. Miles’ trust­ 
ed aids and who admires his superior 
officer almost beyond measure. 
It was while the war with the Nez 
Perces was going on. 
Chief Joseph, 
the commander of the redskins, had 
been captured by the forces of "Bear 
Coat," as the general was then known 
to the Indians, who were tremendously 
excited, 
supposing 
that 
the 
chief 
would surely be killed. Of course, this 
was a mistaken notion on their part. 
“Bear Coat" knew a trick 
that 
was 
twice as good aa killing an imprisoned 
enemy. 
He sent word to the Nez Perces that 
Chief Joseph was not to be harmed, 
for the time being, anyway, and that 
be might escape death altogether. He 
was to be held as a hostage tor the fu­ 
tu re behavior ef the band. 
Should 


Chief Joseph had to pass, and the muz­ 
zles of hundreds of rifles could bo seen 
sticking out from behind the rocks, 
and every gun was in the hands of a 
hostile redskin. But the captain makes 
light of this. 
"I was not in the slightest danger," 
he says when telling the story, "since 
I could easily place Chief Joseph be­ 
tween 
myself 
and the threatening 
rifles. 
Besides, 
the 
Indians 
could 
make no point in killing a minor of­ 
ficer like myself, especially as it could 
not fail to bring on a general engage­ 
ment and the death of the chief. 
But 
Gen. Miles was somewhat anxious for 
me. 
He wna afraid that I would go 
too far down in the valley, and that 
by 
some 
unholy trick the savages 
would 
manage 
to capture me after 
they had got possession of their chief. 
So the commander stepped out, iii full 
view of the redskins, where he would 
have made a splendid mark for a shot. 
“ ‘Don’t go too far, Maus,* he called. 
‘Make them come halfway! Make them 
come halfway!’ 
"Then, seeming to fear I had not 
heard or would not heed bis warning, 
tile general followed us down almost to 
the halfway point. 
All this time he 
was in rr.age of hundreds of rifles, and 
it has always been a wonder to me that 
the redskins did not fire. 
"With our commanding officer killed 
our forces might have been demoral­ 
ized, and the Indians might have won 
an easy victory. 
I have always consid­ 
ered Gen. Miles* action on that day an 
example of extreme bravery 
on 
the 
part of one of the bravest men I ever 
knew." 
At 
Pine 
Ridge Gen. Miles excited 
universal admiration by his fearless­ 
ness, shown in refusing to allow a spe­ 
cial guard about his tent at night. 
The

felt 
unusually strong 
personal animosity toward 
Miles 
at 
th at time, and It was feared by every 
one, 
excepting 
Miles 
himself, 
that 
nom* brave, willing to risk his life for 
the good of Ult) tribe and posthumous 
fame, would sneak inside the lines
